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Wilmington loses 
fire engine to rust

WILMINGTON — \Fol- 
lowing a recent manufac- 
. turer inspection of Wil- 
_ mington fire engine Squad 
One, the vehicle was im- 
‘mediately pulled from ser- 
vice. Inspectors cited rust 
‘on the vehicle’s frame as 
reason for the recommen- 
dation. 
.. The engine is a 2002 
_,Pierce Pumper with a ca- 
- pacity of 750 gallons. 
-..Town Manager Jeff Hull 
. Said that the engine pro- 
» vides “really significant 
‘eapacity” when the fire 
department arrives at the 
scene of a fire. He ex- 
‘ plained that the truck is 
key in the moments when 
«connections are being 
- made to hydrants and the 
- setup is being established. 
' The town has looked into 
‘ salternatives, both for the 
\ short-term and the long- 
' term. In the short term, 
. the town looks likely to get 


a loaner vehicle. Hull did 
not comment specifically 
on where the loaner vehi- 
cle would be sourced from, 
citing the ongoing negotia- 
tions. He did say that he 
expected the plan to come 
to fruition. 

In the long term, the 
town will work with the 
fire department to choose 
a path forward. Options 
include refurbishing Squad 
One, buying a new vehicle 
outright, or entering a 
lease agreement on a new 
vehicle. The town is also 
looking into trading in the 
old apparatus in order to 
reduce the overall cost on 
a new purchase. 

“Clearly this is not an ex- 
penditure I anticipated,” 
said Hull. 

Hull said that he had al- 
ready sent a memo to the 
Finance Committee regar- 
ding funding. The Finance 
Committee reserve fund 
will be a likely source of 
cash for the replacement. |

Hull also noted that 
We’re One Wilmington and 
Rotary have offered to 
provide reusable bags. 

“We expect that the es- 
tablishments will certainly 
be well aware of the new 
change,” said Hull. 

The new regulation will 
go into effect on May 5, 
2019.

Cox..of Reading, two from 
James McHale of Stoneham 
and-22 from the Leppingwell 
Land Co. Sullivan then sold it 
to the city for $25,000. 

A committee of military 
officials had approved the 
purchase of the site, though 
one member later said they 
had-not considered the mon- 
ey in the selection process. 


The site was close to the 
railroad station then known 
as South Wilmington, locat- 
ed at the Merrimack Chemi- 
cal Plant. Today, that station 
is called Anderson. 

The purchase was reported 
on Jan. 11, 1902 by the Bos- 
ton Globe under a headline, 
“City of Boston at last owns 
a rifle range.” 

“After six years of dispute, 
log-rolling and lobbying, the 
city of Boston owns a rifle 
range,” the story said. 

But that was not accurate. 
The city owned the land, but 
Boston never built the rifle 
range. 

Barely three months after 
the purchase was signed, 
Mayor Patrick Collins re- 
fused to approve a $50,000 ap- 
propriation to build the rifle 
range. A year later, the fed- 
eral Militia Act, also known 
as the Dick Act, incorporated 
state militias into the Na- 
tional Guard. The Massachu- 
setts State Militia ceased to 
exist, along with the obliga- 
tion of the city to provide a 
rifle range. 

Two obligations continued, 
however. The city of Boston 
still had to pay taxes on the 


‘land to Woburn and Wilming- 


ton. Boston was able to have 
the valuation of the land re- 
duced on the tax rolls from 
$7,850 to $3,425, $1,425 in Wil- 
mington and $2,000 in Woburn. 

Wilmington’s book of real 
estate listings shows 57 acres 
owned by the city of Boston 
with a value of $1,000. The 
annual tax was $15.65. 

By 1909, it had become a 
major scandal. On Dec. 13, 
1909, the city council voted to 


sell the land at auction. There 
was only one bid, for $1,023. 

Nothing had changed on the 
land. Wilmington town clerk 
Jim Kelley had said it was 
just scrub and ledge, not good 
for agriculture. The land that 
Boston had purchased for 
$250 an acre turned out to 
worth less than $10 per. 

The following report appears 
in the Boston City Council 
minutes of Jan. 24, 1910: 

The committee held several 
public hearings and called 
before it a number of persons 
interested in the purchase of 
the land, and found upon 
investigation that the land 
was purchased (a part of it, 
at least) by an inspector of 
small arms practice of the 
Massachusetts State Militia. 
The purchase was made in 
the latter part of 1901, and in 
his haste, he paid $3,350 for 
97 acres, which in turn were 
deeded to John Howard Sul- 
livan, a man who had no 
interest in the land whatso- 
ever, who did not know from 
whom it was purchased or to 
whom it was to be sold, and 
who was used simply as a 
“straw” man. He in turn 
deeded it to the city of Bos- 
ton for $25,000. What was 
paid for the balance of eight 
and 30 one-hundreths acres 
which made up the total of 
one hundred five and three- 
tenths acres the committee 
was unable to learn. 

The committee found that 
the check was paid to Sulli- 
van, who in turn, endorsed it 
to one Henry Goodnough, 
now dead. Who the money 
then went to or how it was 
divided, the committee was

unable to trace. 

It is fair to presume that 
had anyone purchased this 
land for their own personal 
use, they would not have paid 
even the sum that was paid 
through haste to secure it for 
sale to the city for more than 
20 times its value. Not worth 
more than $1,000 to $1,500. 

Assessed value was soon set 
at $3,850 in Wilmington and 
$5,000 in Woburn, total $7,850. 

Frederick J. Brand of the 
Committee for Public Lands 
recommended that the re- 
ports and findings be turned 
over to the district attorney. 

Alderman Dudley Cotton 
moved to accept the report, 
but that the legal matter be 
indefinitely postponed, as the 
statute of limitations would 
not allow prosecution. 

Today the land is all indus- 
trial, worth millions.

Howe seeks reelection 
to Middlesex 
Registry of Deeds 


LOWELL — Richard P. 
Howe, Jr, is seeking re- 
election as Middlesex 
North Register of Deeds in 
the Nov. 6, 2018 state elec- 
tion. First elected in 1994, 
Howe’s record is distin- 
guished by continuous serv- 
ice improvement through 
effective use of technology. 
He has increased efficiency 
and made the office more 
accessible and customer- 
friendly.

Under Howe’s leader- 
ship, Middlesex North be- 
came the first registry of 
deeds in Massachusetts to 
offer full electronic recor- 
ding which now accounts 
for 55 percent of all docu- 
‘ment filings. He has sean- 
ned all documents record- 
ed from 1629 to the pres- 
ent and has made them 
all freely available on the 
registry of deeds website. 

Howe also established a 
walk-in Declaration of 
Homestead service at the 
registry, providing one- 
stop shopping for those 
who wish to protect their 
primary residence from 
creditors by recording a 
Declaration of Homestead 
at the registry of deeds. 

As for future challenges, 
Howe cites the upcoming 
move of the registry of 
deeds from the Middlesex 
Superior Courthouse to the 
new Lowell Judicial Cen- 
ter in 2019; the coming re- 
placement of the registry’s 
computer system, also in 


2019; and ongoing efforts 
to implement all-electron- 
ie real estate closings. 
Howe believes that he has 
the leadership and man- 
agement experience need- 
ed to plan and execute 
these tasks without disrup- 
ting registry operations. 

A lawyer for 32 years, 
Richard Howe is also a 
U.S. Army veteran, hav- 
ing served as an intelli- 
gence officer in West Ger- 
many during the Cold 
War. He is also the foun- 
der of the popular Lowell 
Walks history tours, the 
official tour guide of Lo- 
well Cemetery and the au- 
thor of several books 
about Lowell.

Fresh pumpkins are widely 
available at many different 
retailers, but for farm fresh 
picked, try Krochmal Farm 
at 81 Jennie’s Way in Tewks- 
bury. The perfect jack-o- 
lantern may be the biggest 
one in the pumpkin patch, 
but for cooking, select pump- 
kins that are small. They 
should be between five and 
eight pounds, with a tough 
skin. These will have the 
most concentrated flavor 
and sweetness. 

Also peak this time of year 
is the cousin of the pumpkin, 
winter squash. Varieties in- 
clude acorn, butternut and 
spaghetti squash. The most 
flavorful squash will be solid 
and heavy with a full, firm 
stem. The skin should have 
deep color with a matte fin- 
ish, and no cracks, soft spots 
or bruises. Many varieties

It may 
just depend on what variety 
grandma chooses to cook. 
There are two common 
types of sweet potato. The 
pale sweet potato has a pale 
yellow skin and pale yellow 
flesh, and is dry and crum- 
bly when cooked. The dark- 
er variety is thick-skinned 
and has a bright orange 
flesh that is sweet and moist 
when cooked, but should not 
be confused with the yam. 

Although most people in- 
terchange the names, yams 
are slightly whiter in color 
and are more starchy than 
the sweet potato. To choose 
the perfect sweet potato, 
look for small to medium 
sized with few bruises and 
smooth skin. 

Your mom always told you 
to eat your Brussels sprouts, 
and there is no better time 
to do that than in the fall. 
This small member of the 
cabbage family is at its peak 
sweet flavor in autumn. 
Look for small, firm sprouts 
with compact, bright heads. 
The smaller the sprout, the 
sweeter the taste. Avoid soft, 
wilted or yellow colored 
heads. 

Cauliflower, another mem- 
ber of the cabbage family, is 
at its peak of flavor in the 
autumn months in New Eng- 
land. Besides the popular 


‘ white variety, you can also 


find purple and green vari- 
eties. Unlike other vegeta- 
bles, size of the cauliflower 
head does not affect the 
quality. Look for sturdy 
compact heads with crisp, 
green leaves. 

Pair up these fall fruits and 
vegetables with spices that 
evoke a true fall flavor expe- 
rience like nutmeg, paprika, 
ginger, sage, thyme, allspice 
and cinnamon.

Palmer getting offensive this season

TEWKSBURY - Last year 
as-*-a junior, Jocelyn 
Palmer had a nice season 
forthe Wilmington High 
School Girls' Soccer team. 
She scored four goals and 
added three assists during 
the regular season and 
helped the team win its 
seventh straight league 
title: and advance to the 
state tournament. In that 
game, she played extreme- 
ly: well and assisted on the 
team's only goal in a 3-1 
loss. to Winchester. 

A-year later, the three- 
sport athlete has gone 
from having a "nice sea- 
son"-to a near superb sea- 
son. to this point. On 
Saturday she scored the 
team's first goal and 
assisted on the game win- 
ner, helping the Wildcats 
knock off a solid 
Tewksbury team, 2-1, in a 
non-league game played at 
TMHS. 

The win kept the team's 
unbeaten streak alive at 
seven at 5-0-2 and Palmer 
has been a big part of that 
magical run. Although the 
streak ended 24 hours later 
with a 3-1 loss to 
Stoneham, the senior has 
registered seven goals this 
season with all but two 
coming in the team's victo- 
ries. 

“She's been great,” said 
head coach Sue Hendee. 
“She's been steady and 
reliable. If she is not scor- 
ing, she's in on an assist or 
a pass on the assist or win- 
ning the ball, or she is cre- 
ating opportunities for the 
other players. I think that 
overall as a team that is 
something that we are 
doing really, really well 
with is just that kind of 
pesky lose the ball, win it 
right back way and create 
new. opportunities.”

That hard working goal 
not only tied the game up 
but seemed to take a lot of 
life out of Tewksbury. Just 
six minutes later, Palmer 
assisted on the game win- 
ning tally, setting up 
Alyssa Granara, who boot- 
ed a hard shot to the back 
side of the net off a pass 
from the right side. 

“T think this was a good 
change because most of

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Rams top Whittier Tech in CAC Large School opener

HAVERHILL - It is not 
going to be easy for the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team to win their third 
Straight CAC Large cham- 
pionship, as they will 
undoubtedly get each of 
their league opponents 
best shot week in and week 
out throughout their 
league schedule. 

But the Rams took a nice 
first step toward securing 
another league title on 
Saturday morning at 
Whittier Tech, beating 
their division rivals 20-8 in 
the CAC Large opener for 
both teams. With the win, 
Shawsheen improved to 3-1 
overall (1-0 CAC Large), 
while Whittier dropped to 
2-2 (0-1). 

Senior quarterback CJ 
Zemetres of Tewksbury 
led the way for the Rams, 
throwing for 221 yards and 
a pair of touchdowns, 
while the Shawsheen 
defense kept the normally 
powerful Whittier rushing 
attack in check, keeping 
them off the scoreboard 
until the fourth quarter. 

“I thought CJ threw the 
ball very well. The pass- 
ing game is a big part of 
what we do, and it helps us 
in. a lot of situation,” 
Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile _ said. “And 
defensively, we did a great 
job of controlling the line 
of'scrimmage. They have 
a*-very potent running 
attack, but we did a great 
job of containing them.” 

They most certainly did, 
limiting the Wildcats to 
just 65 yards of total 
offense and three first 
downs in the first half, 
with 41 of those yards and 
two of the first downs com- 
ing on Whittier’s final 
drive of the half, a drive 
Which ‘stalled at the 
Shawsheen 18-yard line. 
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Shawsheen meanwhile, 
moved the ball pretty 
effectively in the first half, 
piling up 149 yards of total 
offense, but they were 
unable to finish most of 
their drives, with their 
only score of the half com- 
ing on a 32-yard pass from 
Zemetres to a wide open 
Connor Rich with 10:36 left 
in the second quarter. 

The Rams had a chance 
to extend their lead on 
their next drive, moving 
from their 15-yard line all 
the way to the Wildcats 28- 
yard line, before a Whittier 
interception ended the 
drive. The big play on the 
drive was a 24-yard com- 
pletion from Zemetres to 
Rich on a third and seven 
play as well as a seven 
yard completion from 
Zemetres to  Diondre 
Turner of Tewksbury on 
third and inches. 

Still, it was just a slim, 6- 
0 lead the Rams took into 
the half, a bit of a disap- 
pointing result for 
Costabile and his coaching 
staff. 

“We felt like we should 
have had more,” Costabile 
said. “We felt like we had 
played well in the first 
half, but just didn’t take 
advantage of some of our 
opportunities.” 

Whatever was said at 
halftime seemed to pay 
immediate dividends for 
the Rams at the start of 
the second half. After hold- 
ing Whittier to a three and 
out on their first posses- 
sion, the Rams needed just 
three plays to get back on 
the board, when Zemetres 
connected with junior wide 
receiver Josiah Martinez 
on a 73-yard touchdown 
pass with 6:28 left in the 
third quarter. 

Zemetres hit Martinez at 
about the 50-yard line, and 
after catching the pass, 
Martinez juked the

Whittier provided some 
drama early in the fourth 
quarter, going on their best 
drive of the game, march- 
ing 68 yards in 14 plays, 
capping the drive with a 
two yard run by quarter- 
back Tyler Flodstrom to 
pull within 14-8 after a con- 
version rush by AJ 
Espinal. 

“They showed on that 
drive just how tough they 
can be to stop when they 
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are able to cut back,” 
Costabile. “Other than 
that drive we did a great 
job shutting them down. 
(Defensive coordinator) 
Ray Morneau put together 
a great scheme for the 
Whittier offense, and the 
kids really played well.” 

Leading the way defen- 
sively for the Rams was 
junior linebacker Pat 
O’Leary, who had eight 
tackles, along with senior 
defensive tackle Jordan 
Hamel, sophomore defen- 
sive tackle Liam Kelley, 
senior defensive end 
Frank Irizarry of 
Wilmington and junior

With the Rams now hold-
